ol euery ſuch perſon a perſons fo deceaſed, haue the warde and mariage e 
the heire oz heites, ſo being within age, vntill they come to their full a lav 
full age. And the landes and tenementes, and other heredifaments ſo ho 
den, during the nonage of euery ſuch heire oz heires to the perfourmaunn 
of the wil of the layd perſon oz perſõs ſo deceaſed without any accompt 
ſommes of money, oꝛ other thinge therefoze to be pelden, papinge therout 
yerely the rentes ofthe chiefe loꝛde 02 loꝛdes of the fee of the lame, ſauing 
to euerye perſon oꝛ perſons, other then the ſayde perſon oz perſons, that 
ſhal make any ſuch alienation, feoffement, fine,oz ſuffer recouery to be had 
againſt him, without paying therefoze any fine to the kinge,02 the loꝛde n 
lozdes(of whom the ſayde landes be holden)fo2 the ſame ſuche right, tytt, 
ble, and intereſt,as they had befoze the ſaid feoffement, alienation,fine,t- 
couery, 02 tranſmutacion of poſſeſſion, oꝛ any of them made oz ſuffered of 
any ſuch lands,tenements,oz hereditamentes, wherok anp ſuch fcoffemit, 
fine,recouery oz alienation ſo ſhall be made. Pꝛouided alwayes, that thys 
act extend not to any capitaine oz capitaines, ſouldiour oz ſouldioure, that 
now be oz hereafter ſhall bereteygned wythin the townes of Calis, Ham 
mes, Guines, Nilebanke, Berwike, males, 02 any of them, oꝛ marches of 
the lame. Excepte they oz any of them pꝛocede in army ropall againſtethe 
kynges enempes.
